The  steady  growth  which 
had  occurred  in  recent  years 
in  Federally  inspected  turkey 
further  processed  and  cut  up 
was  interrupted  in  1967,  The 
proportion  of  turkey  further 
processed  in  Federally  in- 
spected plants  declined  from 
22."  percent  in  1966  to  19.1 
percent  in  1967.  But  the  tur- 
key crop  was  up  sharply  in 
1967,  and  the  actual  quantity 
further  processed  declined  to 
318  million  pounds,  compared 
with  335  million  in  1966.  The 
quantity  of  turkey  cut  up  de- 
clined from  121  pr  illion  pounds 
in  1966  to  115  million  pounds 
in  1967,  or  from  8.2  percent 
to  6.9  j)ercent  of  total  Fed- 
erally inspected  slaughter. 
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SUMMARY 


Desjand  for  poultry  meat  is  expected 
to  expajtd  in  I968  in  response  to  rising 
population,  enqjloyment ,  and  consumer 
incone.    In  the  first  half  of  I968,  a 
further  gw^n  increase  in  red  meat  eup- 
plies  and  larger  storage  stocks  of  tur- 
keys are  expected  to  provide  continued 
strong  coiiq)etition  for  broilers.  Pros- 
pects for  the  second  half  jwint  to  red 
meat  supplies  about  as  large  as  last  year 
and  egg  and  turkey  output  below  last 
year's  high  levels.    With  further  expan- 
sion in  dooestic  markets,  stronger  danand 
for  broilers  is  in  prospect  for  later 
this  yesLT.    A  strengthening  in  price  is 
indicated  for  eggs,  turkey a ,  and  broilers 
in  the  last  half  of  1968. 

Eggs;    As  a  re  stilt  of  a  larger  num- 
ber of  layers  aiKl  a  higher  rate  of  lav, 
egg  production  in  1967  was  vip  about  5^ 
percent  from  a  year  eeurlier.    In  response 
to  declining  egg  prices  and  high  produc- 
tion costs  in  1967,  producers  raised 
fewer  replacements.    By  February  1,  19^8, 
the  number  of  layers  on  farms  was  only  1 
percent  above  a  year  earlier.  Further 


cutbacks  aire  underway.    Egg  production  is 
expected  to  be  near  year-earlier  levels 
this  spring  and  continue  lower  throu^ 
the  year. 

Farm  prices  for  eggs  in  I967  averaged 
31  cents  per  dozen,  8  cents  below  the  1966 
average.    In  January,  they  continued  about 
6  cents  below  prices  a  yeau:  earlier. 
Prices  in  coming  months  are  expected  to 
average  a  little  above  last  spring's  levels, 
but  any  increase  will  be  ten^jered  by  larger 
stocks  of  frozen  and  shell  eggs.  Egg 
prices  in  the  second  half  are  expected  to 
average  moderately  above  last  year's 
levels. 

Broilers t    Broiler  production  in  the 
last  quarter  of  I967  was  reduced  a  little 
below  year-earlier  levels.    In  the  first 
quarter,  production  was  near  a  year 
earlier.    Trends  in  chick  placements  and 
eggs  set  indicate  production  by  sunmer 
slightly  above  year-earlier  levels. 


♦The  summary  of  this  report  was 
released  on  February  13,  I968. 
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Live  broiler  prices  during  January- 
averaged  13.5  cents  per  pound,  an  increase 
of  1.9  cents  per  pound  from  December's 
low  levels.    Hie  9-city  average  wholesale 
price  during  the  last  half  of  January 
averaged  26  cents  per  poxind,  about  the 
same  as  a  year  earlier.    Prices  in  the 
spring  and  summer  are  expected  to  average 
a  little  above  those  of  a  year  earlier. 
But  with  expected  increases  in  broiler 
production  and  continued  large  supplies  of 
red  meat,  improvement  in  broiler  prices 
over  a  year  earlier  is  expected  to  be 
moderate . 

TXxrkeys  t    The  126  million  turkeys 
raised  in  I967  was  a  record.  With 
increases  in  heavy  breeds  as  well  as 
heavier  marketing  weights,  turkey  meat 
production  climbed  13  percent.    Live  tur- 
key prices  averaged  I9.8  cents  per  pound 
in  1967,  3.2  cents  per  pound  below  I966. 
The  carryover  of  370  million  pounds  of 
turkey  on  January  1,  I968,    was  103 
million  pounds  larger  than  a  year  eeurlier. 
Producer  prices  declined  from  I8.8  cents 
in  December  to  l8.2  cents  per  pound  in 
January.    Eggs  set  and  poults  placed  for 
marketing  in  the  first  half  of  1968 
(normally  a  period  of  light  production) 
indicate  production  in  the  early  months 
of  1968  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier 
and  a  sharp  cutback  in  the  second  quarter. 

Even  with  this  cutback,  s\ipplies 
through  the  first  half  of  I968  will 
continue  larger  than  a  year  earlier, 
resulting  in  lower  prices. 

On  January  1,  turkey  producers  indi- 
cated their  intentions  to  raise  ih  percent 
fewer  turkeys  this  year  than  in  I967. 
Ihis  is  usually  a  fairly  reliable  indi- 
cation of  futtire  production.  Other 
indicators  (such  as  the  recent  profita- 
bility ratio  and  changes  in  nxmiber  of 
breeder  hens  tested  for  pxiUorum  disease 
in  the  July-December  period)  also  point 
to  a  substantial  reduction  in  I968  output. 

If  producers  follow  through  with 
these  plans  and  reduce  output,  turkey 
prices  in  the  main  marketing  season  this 
year  will  likely  average  higher  than  in 
1967. 


ECONOMIC  FACTORS  AFFECTING 
POULTRY  AND  EGGS 

Economic  activity  is  expected  to 
expand  more  in  1968  than  the  5^  percent 
growth  recorded  in  I967.    Rising  consumer 
incomes  are  expected  to  resxilt  in  further 
increases  in  demand  for  food  in  I968. 

Poultry  feed  prices  declined  during 
the  last  half  of  I967,  but  for  the  entire 
year  averaged  about  the  same  as  in  I966. 
With  lower  prices  for  corn  and  soybeans, 
feed  prices  in  the  first  half  of  1968  will 
average  below  the  same  period  in  I967. 
Cost  of  other  production  items  including 
wages,  interest,  and  taxes  increased  in 
1967  and  are  expected  to  increase  again 
in  1968. 

Red  meat  production  in  the  first  half 
of  1968  is  expected  to  be  slif^tly  larger 
than  a  year  earlier  and  supplies  are 
expected  to  continue  large  in  the  last 
half  of  1968. 

EGGS 

Review  of  1967 

Production  and  Prices 

Egg  production  in  I967  was  5.8 
billion  dozen,  about  5 2  percent  above 
1966,  a  new  record.    Most  of  the  increase 
occurred  in  the  first  3  quarters  of  the 
yeojT,  but  the  foxirth  quarter  still  showed 
a  3  percent  Increase.    Die  average  number 
of  layers  during  the  year  was  3l8  million, 
the  highest  level  since  the  early  1950 's, 
and  was  k  percent  above  I966.    Egg  pro- 
duction was  also  boosted  by  a  higher  rate 
of  lay — especially  in  the  first  and  third 
quarters  when  the  rate  was  2  percent  above 
a  year  earlier.    The  annual  rate  of  lay 
was  221  eggs  per  layer  compared  with  2l8 
in  1966,  and  the  196l-^5  average  of  2ll+. 

With  the  largest  increase  in  egg 
production  in  the  post  World  War  II 
period,  prices  to  growers  in  I967  dropped 
sharply — to  an  average  of  31  cents  a 
dozen — and  were  8  cents  below  I966,  Most 
of  the  price  decline  occurred  the  first 
half  of  1967;  but  prices  remained  at  low 
levels  throughout  the  year. 
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Culling  of  laying  flocks  was  vmusually 
heavy  during  most  of  the  ye&r.    By  the  end 
of  the  year,  however,  slaughter  of  mature 
chickens  was  down  to  year-earlier  levels 
as  the  number  of  hens  that  had  been  in 
lay  a  year  or  more  dropped  to  the  lowest 
level  since  1965.    At  the  same  time  that 
culling  was  heavy,  replacement  pullets 
moved  into  the  laying  flock  in  large 
numbers.     This  was  particvilarly  true  in 
the  second  and  third  quarters  when  esti- 
mated replacements  were  about  a  fifth 
above  I966  levels.     These  increased  re- 
placements offset  culling,  and  layer  ninn- 
bers  through  August  continued  about  5 
percent  above  a  year  earlier.  By 
September  the  size  of  the  laying  flock  was 
beginning  to  laove  back  closer  to  year- 
earlier  levels. 

Utilization 

With  large  sv^plies  and  relatively 
low  prices  for  eggs  throughout  the  year, 
consumption  of  both  shell  eggs  and  egg 
products  increased.    Even  so,  there  was  a 
sizable  buildup  in  stocks  during  the 
yeair. 

Congxaig)tion 

Egg  consun5>tion  per  person  (including 
processed  eggs)  increased  in  19^7 ,  the 
first  substantial  increase  in  I6  years. 
Estimated  consun5)tion  was  32U  eggs  per 
person  last  year,  11  more  than  in  I966. 

Military  purchases  of  110  million 
dozen  (shell  egg  equivalent)  in  I967 
accounted  for  sli^tly  under  2  percent 
of  total  production.    Ihe  amount  purchased 
was  vip  8  percent  from  I966,  and  U9  percent 
above  the  I96I-65  average. 

Egg  Products 

Liquid  egg  production  at  798.8 
million  pounds  in  I967  was  29  percent 
above  a  year  earlier,  the  highest  level 
since  the  mid-1 9^0' s.    Ihis  was  equal  to 
10,5  percent  of  the  total  production 
con5)ared  with  8.5  percent  in  I966  and  the 
1961-65  average  of  8.8  percent.  Egg 
breaking  activities  reached  a  seasoiml 
peak  in  the  second  quarter  of  I967  when 


over  13  percent  of  production  went  to 
breakers.    Most  of  the  gain  occurred  in 
the  first  and  third  quarters  when  breakert 
took  about  10  percent  of  prtsduction. 
Breakers  took  about  the  same  projwrtion 
of  production  in  the  fourth  qxiarter  as  the 
year  before.    Liquid  egg  production  for 
freezing,  which  accounts  for  over  half  of 
the  output,  was  up  21  percent.  Liquid 
eggs  used  for  drying  was  vtp  37  percent  and 
inmediate  consxmsption  was  U7  percent  above 
a  year  earlier.    Despite  an  apparent  high 
rate  of  consumption,  there  was  a  large 
biiildup  in  stocks  of  frozen  egg  products. 
Frozen  egg  cold  storage  holdings  at  87.2 
million  pounds  on  Janxiaiy  1  reached  the 
highest  for  this  date  since  the  late 
19^' s,  eilthoxigh  only  aligjhtly  above  the 
beginning  stocks  of  1957.    The  cvirrent 
frozen  egg  holdings  were  built  up  through 
the  first  three  quarters  of  leust  year 
with  some  net  outnnovement  of  stocks  in 
the  fourth  quarter. 

Eggs  Used  for  Hatditng 

About  357  million  dozen  eggs  were 
used  for  hatching  in  I967,  about  2  percent 
fewer  eggs  than  in  I966.    The  reduction 
was  due  to  a  lower  egg-type  hatch,  and  a 
sharp  reduction  in  broiler-type  hatchings 
in  the  last  half  of  the  year. 

Exports  and  Shipments 

Ejcports  and  shipments  of  eggs  totaled 
55  million  dozen  in  I967.    Biis  was  a  28 
percent  increase  over  I966  and  55  percent 
above  the  I96I-65  average.    Most  of  the 
increase  is  accounted  for  by  larger  ship- 
ments to  territories,  with  exports  showing 
only  modest  increases.    Ckmbined  exports 
and  shipments  accounted  for  1  percent  of 
the  1967  total  egg  production  conipared 
with    just  under  1  percent  of  the  I966 
production. 

USDA  Purchase  Programs 

The  USDA  in  July  1967  initiated  a 
purchase  program  for  dried  whole  eggs, 
the  first  such  program  since  ISSh.  Diiring 
the  operation  of  the  program  from  Jvly  13 
to  September  7  a  total  of  2.1+  million 
pounds  of  dried  whole  eggs,  efoivalent  to 
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236  thousand  cases  of  large  shell  eggs 
were  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $3.2  million. 

In  December,  the  Department  initiated 
a  fowl  purchase  program  to  encourage 
further  heavy  culling  of  the  laying 
flock  and  to  provide  an  additional  outlet 
for  mature  chickens.    Funds  for  this 
program  were  provided  under  Section  32 
of  P.  L.  7'+-320,  with  fowl  p\irchases  to 
be  used  in  the  Domestic  Food  Distribution 
Program.    Purchases  under  the  program, 
which  ran  from  early  December  to  mid- 
January,  amounted  to  7.6  million  pounds 
(ready-to-cook)  at  a  cost  of  $1.5 
million.    It  was  estimated  that  the 
buying  program  accounted  for  approxiitotely 
10  percent  of  the  normal  December  and 
January  slaughter  of  mature  light  hens. 

Production  Costs 

Hi0i  feed  prices  and  little  ixaprove- 
ment  in  the  feed-egg  conversion 
efficiency  resulted  in  hl^er  unit  costs 
than  in  1966.    With  lower  feed  prices, 
unit  feed  costs  may  decline  in  1968. 
Pullet  replacement  cost  (cost  per  started 
pullet)  has  remained  fairly  ccmstant 
since  I965.    The  1967  average  price  paid 
per  started  pullet  at  $1.67  was  1  cent 
below  1966  prices  and  3  cents  below  the 
1965  average.    Other  Items  used  in  pro- 
duction including  interest,  taxes,  and 
wage  rates  Increased  in  I967  and  Is 
expected  to  increase  again  in  I968. 

Outlook  for  1968 

Supplies 

Egg  production  through  the  winter 
likely  win  remain  a  little  above  last 
winter.    Output  in  the  spring  is  expected 
to  be  near  year-earlier  levels;    but  by 
mid-year  probably  will  be  below  that  of 
a  year  earlier.    Production  in  the  last 
half  of  1968  is  expected  to  run  below  a 
year  earlier — probably  2  to  4  percent 
lower. 

On  February  1,  there  were  32U  minion 
layers,  1  percent  more  than  a  year 
earlier.    About  12  i)ercent  fewer  replace- 
ment pxillets  were  started  in  the  last  half 
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of  1967  than  a  year  earlier;  and  these 
will  provide  the  replacements  in  the  first 
half  of  1968.    Partly  because  of  the 
younger  average  age  of  the  laying  flock, 
culling  will  probably  be  c«u:ried  on  at  a 
lower  rate  in  the  early  months  of  I968 
than  in  early  I967.    Thus,  the  number  of 
layers  may  not  be  cut  as  sharply  as  the 
replacement  rate  would  Indicate. 

The  replacement  rate  in  the  second 
half  of  the  year  is  expected  to  continue 
below  that  of  I967  but  by  a  much  smaller 
margin  than  in  the  first  half.    Based  on 
the  feed-egg  price  relationship  and 
pullorum  testings  of  breeding  flocks,  2 
to  h  percent  fewer  replacement  pullet 
chicks  are  expected  to  be  started  in  the 
first  half  of  I968.    Usually  about  three- 
fourths  of  the  annual  flock  replacements 
are  hatched  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

Little  change  is  expected  in  the  rate 
of  lay  in  the  first  half  of  1968  from  the 
first  half  of  I967.    Althovigh  the  laying 
flock  will  be  relatively  older  in  the 
second  half  of  I968,  sane  gain  in  the  rate 
of  lay  is  expected  in  this  period  resvilting 
from  further  inprovement  in  breeding  and 
Hock  management. 

Another  factor  influencing  the  rate 
of  lay  is  the  geogragphic  distribution  of 
the  1968  flock.    While  the  U.  S.  replace- 
ment pxillet  hatch  was  cut  12  percent  from 
a  year  earlier  in  the  second  half  of  I967, 
the  Itorth  Central  States  showed  little 
change.    (Hie  North  Central  States  did 
show  a  significant  cutback  in  the  first 
half  of  1967,  however,  while  most  other 
areas  had  little  change.)  Historically, 
the  rate  of  lay  in  the  North  Central 
States  has  been  exceeded  only  in  the 
Western  States.    With  much  of  the  I967 
second-half  cutback  of  replacement  pullets 
occurring  in  the  areas  with  lower  rates  of 
lay,  the  effect  on  the  U.  S.  rate  of  lay 
will  be  tempered.    Thus,  with  an  expected 
cutback  in  the  size  of  the  laying  flock 
and  some  gadn  in  rate  of  lay,  egg  produc- 
tion in  the  second  half  of  the  year  likely 
win  be  down  moderately  from  the  high 
level  of  1967. 
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Prices  Low — JmproveBtent 

Likely  ATter  Mid-Year 

Prices  received  by  fanners  averaged 
31.5  cents  a  dozen  in  Jeinviary,  6  cents 
below  a  year  earlier.    Large  supplies  of 
eggs  will  continue  to  weigh  on  outlets 
through  the  first  half  of  the  year. 
Althou^  any  severe  weather  may  cause 
periods  of  price  strength  during  the  next 
6  to  8  weeks,  no  appreciable  sustained 
market  strength  appears  likely.  After 
that,  seasonally  increasing  production 
into  the  spring  is  expected  to  keep 
pressure  on  prices.    With  prospects  for 
a  aodeirate  cutback  in  production  in  the 
second  half,  prices  after  mid-yesLr  are 
expected  to  show  significant  iu^jrovement , 
and  average  well  above  the  30.3  cents  per 
dozen  in  the  last  half  of  I967. 

Utilization 

The  relatively  high  per  cscpita  rate 
of  egg  cons\fl9tion  which  occurred  in  I967 
will  not  be  sustained  in  I968. 

Quantity  of  shell  eggs  moving  into 
storage  during  the  first  half  is  likely 
to  again  be  relatively  leu:^e  in  view  of 
prospects  for  aaller  supplies  and  higher 
prices  in  the  last  half  of  the  year. 

Likewise,  soae  increase  in  demand  for 
breaking  eggs  aay  develop  in  the  first 
half  of  1968,  with  breaking  somewhat 
below  the  relatively  high  I967  levels  in 
the  second  half.    With  the  broiler 
hatchery  supply  flock  expected  to  continue 
at  a  moderately  lower  level,  the  possi- 
bility of  diverted  hatching  eggs  to 
breaking  does  not  seem  as  great  as  may 
have  occ\UTed  in  the  second  half  of  I967. 

Little  change  is  expected  in  eggs 
used  for  hatching  this  year  as  fewer 
egg- type  hatchings  are  expected  to  offset 
the  slight  increase  in  broiler  eggs  set. 

BROILERS 

Broiler  production  in  I967  was  xip 
about  3  percent  froa  a  year  earlier.  Most 
of  the  increase  caave  in  the  first  half, 
when  production  was  6  percent  above  first- 
half  1966  output.    Production  vas  adjusted 


downward  to  near  year-earlier  levels  in 
the  simmer  and  was  below  1966  levels  in 
the  last  quarter. 

Prices  to  producers  for  broilers  in 
1967  averaged  13.3  cents  per  pound,  2  cents 
per  poTind  below  I966.    Although  broiler 
production  in  the  last  qvieirter  of  I967  was 
cut  below  year-earlier  levels,  prices 
continued  lower  than  in  the  fall  of  1966 
reflecting  continued  larger  svrpplies  of 
cCD^eting  meats.    Larger  supplies  of 
broilers,  red  meats,  and  turkeys  cooibined 
to  depress  broiler  prices  through  the  year. 
Ttotal  red  meat  production  diiring  I967  was 
5  percent  above  I966.  Fed  beef  production 
in  1967  was  up  about  2  percent  from  a  year 
earlier  and  pork  production  was  about  a 
tenth  above  I966  output.    Turkey  meat  pro- 
d\iction  was  13  percent  above  year-earlier 
levels. 

Broiler  chick  placements  for  marketing 
in  the  first  quarter  of  1968  were  about  the 
same  as  a  year  earlier.    Based  on  current 
level  of  placements,  seasonal  patterns, 
and  feed  costs,    broiler  production  by  the 
sunaer  of  I968  is  expected  to  average 
slightly  above  I967  levels.  Production 
in  the  fall  is  expected  to  be  near  I967 
levels. 

The  broiler  hatchery  excpply  flock  was 
built  vqp  to  a  high  level  by  mid-1967,  about 
20  percent  above  I966.    By  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  Indicated  size  of  the  flock  was 
near  year-earlier  levels.    Placements  in 
the  last  half  of  1967  indicate  that  by 
mid-1968  the  hatchery  siipply  flock  may  be 
a  tenth  below  the  hi^  level  of  I967. 
While  this  could  restrain  any  large  growth 
this  year,  it  appears  there  is  aii;>le 
capewiity  to  provide  broiler  chicks  for 
some  small  increase  in  production  over 
last  year. 

Live  broiler  prices  to  producers  aver- 
aged 13.5  cents  per  pound  in  January,  about 
^  cent  a  pound  under  a  year  earlier.    The  9- 
dty  wholesale  ready-to-cook  price  in  the 
last  half  of  Januaxy  averaged  about  26  cents 
per  pound,  a}>out  tiie  same  as  a  year  earlier. 

Broiler  prices  this  spring  and  sumer 
may  average  a  little  above  the  same  period 
last  year.    KLentlfol  sizpplies  of  red 
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meats  and  txirkey  will  continue  to 
influence  broiler  prices  at  least  through 
the  first  half  of  this  year. 

USEA  purchases  of  yoiuig  chicken 
began  in  September  and  were  discontinued 
on  Janiiary  17.    A  total  of  57.2  million 
pounds  (ready-to-cook)  were  purchased  at 
a  cost  of  $16.9  million.    These  purchases 
totaled  3.2  million  pounds  more  than 
xmder  the  I966/67  program.  Young 
chickens  purchifised  under  the  program  are 
distributed  to  schools  participating  in 
the  National  School  Lunch  Program. 

Military  purchases  of  young  chickens 
in  1967  aaKnmted  to  10U.5  million  pounds, 
about  8  percent  more  than  in  I966. 

Exports  of  fresh  and  frozen  young 
chicken  declined  about  13  percent  in 
1967.    Exports  of  cazmed  poultry  declined 
about  2  percent  diudng  I967.  Contixmed 
heavy  coHpetition  froB  Europ«an  produc- 
tion and  hi^  EEC  levies  are  oocpected  to 
result  in  furtlMr  daellnes  in  erports. 
Any  increaae  in  U*  8.  broiler  pzlces  is 
expected  to  accelerate  the  decline. 

Broiler  reed  prices  declined  during 
the  last  half  of  I967,  but  for  the  year 
averaged  idbout  the  seae  as  in  I966. 
Feed  costs  are  eiq^ected  to  continue  near 
current  levels  throu^  siost  of  the  first 
half  of  1968.    Because  of  lower  broiler 
prices,  the  broiler- feed  price  ratio 
averaged  2.7  in  I967,  coopsired  with  3.1 
in  1966.    Prices  of  broiler  hatching 
eggs  and  broiler  chicks  averaged  lower 
in  1967  than  a  year  earlier.    With  fewer 
layers  in  the  broiler  hatchery  supply 
flock,  prices  of  hatching  eggs  and 
broiler  chicks  are  ejqpected  to  average 
higher  this  year. 

TURKEYS 

The  126  million  turkeys  raised  in 
1967  was  a  record.    With  increases  in 
heavy  breeds  as  well  as  heavier  marketing 
wei^ts,  turkey  meat  production  climbed 
13  percent.    Rioduction  in  the  first 
half  (normally  a  i)eriod  of  light  mar- 
keting) was  up  nearly  one-third  and  the 
carryover  at  the  beginning  of  I967  was 
one-third  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 


FEBRUARY  I968 

Farm  Uirkey  prices  in  1967  averaged 
19.8  cents  per  po\md,  3.2  cents  below  the 
price  received  a  year  earlier. 

Turkey  meat  continues  in  heavy  sirpply 
dxiring  the  first  half  of  1968  because  of 
large  carryover  stocks.    On  January  1, 
370  million  pounds  of  turkey  were  in  cold 
storage,  103  million  poxmds  more  than  a 
year  earlier.    The  number  of  poxilts  placed 
and  eggs  set  for  marketing  in  the  early 
months  of  I968  is  about  the  same  as  a  year 
earlier  and  a  shaip  cutback  is  indicated 
for  the  second  quarter.    Even  with  this 
indicated  cut  in  production,  turkey  siqp- 
plies  through  the  first  half  of  the  year 
win  continue  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 

A  svibstantial  cut  in  ttirkey  produc- 
tion for  the  main  marketing  season  is  in 
prospect  for  I968.    On  January  1,  turkey 
producers  indicated  their  intentions  to 
produce  ik  percent  fewer  turkeys  this  year 
than  in  I967.    Uiis  is  usually  a  fairly 
reliable  indicator  of  the  nvmber  of  turkeys 
raised  during  the  year.    (The  USDA  TVurkey 
Marketing  Guide  issued  in  December  recom- 
mended production  of  no  more  than  103 
million  head,  a  reduction  of  I8  percent.) 
Other  available  indicators,  such  as  the 
profitability  ratio  for  turkeys  in  I967, 
(see  November  issue  of  Poultry  and  Egg 
Situation)  and  the  change  in  number  of 
turkeys  tested  for  pullorum  in  the  period 
July-December  also  point  to  a  substantial 
reduction  in  turkey  production  in  I968. 

Because  of  the  large  carryover,  turkey 
prices  are  likely  to  continue  at  low  levels 
through  the  first  half  of  1968.    If  pro- 
duction is  cut  back  about  in  line  with 
intentions,  prices  in  the  main  marketing 
season  (September  to  December)  likely  will 
average  moderately  above  the  19 ♦ 8  cents 
received  in  I967. 

The  growth  in  the  use  of  federally 
inspected  t\irkey  for  further  processing 
or  sale  as  parts  was  interrupted  in  I967. 
Ihe  amount  of  federally  inspected  turkey 
further  processed  into  convenience  foods 
(such  as  frozen  dinners,  turkey  rolls,  and 
roasts)  declined  from  335  million  po\mds 
(22.7  percent)  in  1966  to  318  million 
pounds  (19,1  percent)  in  1 967.    The  amount 
of  turkey  cut  iip  also  declined,  from  121 
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million  pounds  to  115  mil lion  poxmds,  or 
from  8.2  percent  to  6.9  percent  of 
federally  inspected  slaughter.  The 
buildup  in  the  amount  of  further  processed 
turkey  in  storage  and  the  price  relation- 
ship betveen  whole  turkey  and  further  pro- 
cessed products  contributed  to  the  inter- 
niption  of  this  growing  market  for  turkeys. 

Exports  of  turkeysin  I967  totaled 
U8.9  million  pounds,  about  k  percent 
above  those  in  I966.    With  continued  low 
U.  S.  prices,  exports  in  the  first  half 
of  1968  may  be  increased  slightly  over 
last  year.    However,  the  fees  and  levies 
imposed  by  the  EEC  on  turkey  meat  imports 
continue  to  increase  and  this  may  offset 
the  effect  of  lower  prices  in  the  first 
half  of  1968. 


Military  ptirchases  of  turkey  during 
1967  amounted  to  52.7  million  pounds,  about 
6  percent  below  I966, 

A  UBDA  purchase  program  for  turkey 
was  initiated  in  July  I967.  Ttotal 
purchases  under  the  I967  program,  irtiich 
ended  in  October,  amounted  to  7'+.8  million 
pounds  (ready-to-cook)  at  a  cost  of  $22.9 
million.    Hirkeys  purchased  under  this 
program  are  distributed  to  schools  partici-i 
pating  in  the  school  lunch  program.  Pur- 
chases of  turkey  under  the  I966  program 
amounted  to  12.9  million  pounds.
